_ of January, he comes attended with 
his guards, and thoſe armed Cayaleers, 


and entred into the Houſe of Com- 
mons, fits downe in the Speakers 


' Chaire, and demands the foreſaid ſix 


Members, which, upon private in- 
telligence given them ofthe Kings ins 


tent, had abſented themſelves; the 


King miſting his prey grew exceeding- 
ly into choller, and vow'd that he 
would have them whereſoever they 
were; his own comportment and the 
demeanour of the Cavallers , both in 
deſperate words and big looks was 
ſo terrible co che Parltament that they 
{orſook the Houſe and fate 1n the City, 
ſending out a Declaration of the high 
breach of their Privileges, together 
with a Petition to his Majeſty that he 
would be pleaſed to grant them a guard 
for the ſecurity of their perſons and 
fitting , which crue it 1s 1t, was granted 
them , but with ſuch a perſon for rhe 
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command, as that they ducſt not ac- 
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_ceptof uim,, but were compelled to 


remaine for their ſafety a longer ſpace 
inthe Ciry, untill the Lord Major and 
the Cirizens readily allifted them , and 
for their better ſecurity brought them 
in Coaches ſtrongly guarded to eſt - 
min/tsr , whither alſo reſorted a con- 


fiderable party dayly paſiing along by 
Iwrnitehs!! Gates to their reſcue in caſe. 
the Cavaleers ſhould have againe di- 


{turbed rheir confultations, on this 


_ party the Cavaleers falls a beating them 


whereof ſome they kild , even at the 


Court gate, untill a greater number 
came to their aſliſtance. The King 
finding himſelf then deceived in his 


expectation, and that the people were 
generally devoted to the Parliament, 
te makes ſeverall viſits into the City , 
where ina publike audience he parcly 


complains of the affronts done 
« a o . . | 
fo him by the Parliament in their de- 


taining the ſix Members, and partly 
excuſing his unadyiſednefle in his en- 


tring the houſe in that manner as he 
ad (which is evident by his 0 waDe- 
claration ) bur finding at laſt, that his- 


hopes 
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hopes failed him to have any aſſi- 
ſtance out of the City againſt the Par- 
lament, he ſtood ſome time in doubr 
what courſe to take, but inthe end re- 
ſolves under the ſpecious pretexts of his 
Inſafety by reaſon of the Tumults, ( as 
ſince himſelf ſtiles them) not to ſtay ar 
Whitehall any longer ; thereupon he 
departs from his own- Court and the 
Parliament, as more fully hereafter I 
ſhall take occaſion to remember. Hi- 
therto I have preſented you with no- 
thing but that which” is obvious, and 
longs ſince knowne to all. the King- 
dome, having as briefly as I could, 
deduced the ſtory. from the third of 
November 1640. which was the very 


day that the Parſtament fate down, to 


7anaary 1641. neer about the latter 
end whereof the King removed from 
ihitechall to Hampton-Conurt, Windſor, 
and / heobalds, accompanyed with Is 


wonted ouard of Ruffians ; the Parka- 


ment continuing ſtill to petition him 
for his returne , and concurrence wit 
them: bur no perſwaſions or argu- 
ments would prevail, but on he goes 
Northward, and —_ his reſidence 
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at York, whither he draws by degrees | 
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many of rhe Lords and Commons from 
the Parliament, moſt of the Delinquent 


party reſorting unto him, together 


with my Lord D#go7 from beyond ſea, 
though with his own approbation long 


' before proclaimed LTraytor ; thicher 
alſo (notwithſtandins the ſeverall af- 


fronts done to the Parliaments Meſſa- 
ges and Meſſengers ) they ceaſed not 
to importune his return ; but nothing 
could move him againſt his will and 
inclinations, for now he had another 
came toplay, having hitherto failed 
{13 all his practifes, and (as he concei- 
ved ) his deſignes then grown to ma- 
turity, his next plot was to feize on 
the Town of Hall, by the Earle of 


Newcaſtle, where a very great Maga- 


zine of Arms and Ammunition had 


been depoſited the Summer before, 
which the king had alſo refuſed to re- 
turn to the Tower; and the Towne 
of Newca/t'e by Colonell [.egge Was 
likewiſe. to be {etzed On, both maritime 
towns and of great importance for 
te letting 1n of all ſtrangers to his af- 
:iflance ; whereof the Parliament ha- 


ving. 
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ving certain intelligence, and by all the 
Kings former courſes being more fully 
aſſured from abroad apprehendins the 
dangerous conſequence therof,thought 
then it more than high time in what 
poſlibly they could, ( for the ſafety of 
themſelves and theKingdom)to preyent 
the miſchiefs, which they then evident- 


| ly perceived threatned the univerſal! 
Nation, and thereupon they ſadden- 
| ly diſpatched the two Hothams with 


Commiliton to pre-poſſeſſe the Town 


| by the Trained Bands of thoſe parts : 
| here you may ſee the firſt armes that 
| ever the Parliament appeared in, un- 
lefſe you ſhall urge the guards which 
the City ſent them for ſecuring their 
perſons from the fury of the Cavalters, 
| which admir, it was onely defenſive, 
| to preſerve themſelves and the King- 
| dome, in what poſlibly chey might, and 
in prevention of future ſtorms , which 
| they inevitably ſaw were ſureto fall 
[upon them from abroad; and had 
they not gone farther, in ſeizing on the 
Navy, che Tower, Forts, Caſtles, and 


Ammunition, together with the Crown 


Revenues, which arethe Nerves and 
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ſtrengths of the Kingdome, which had 
they neslected, no man can make doubt 


but they would have been perverted 


from their proper uſe, and turned a- 
cainſt the Kingdom; ſurely then when 
they perceived that nothing would 
worke upon the Kings obſtinacy, but 
that he was reſolved to make Warre, | 
and to embroyle the whole Kingdom, 


and let in ſtrangers, they would have 


been deemed unworthy of the places 
they held in the behalf of their Coun- 
treys, had they not done as they dic. | 
But asto the Kings part, pleaſe you to | 


| look overall the progreſle of his de- | 


ſisnes, and take them once more into | 
your ſecond confideration, and you | 
cannot in any reaſon beleeve, but that | 
from the very firſt commitment of tiie |

ment as 1t evidently appears by his ſen- 
dings over the Queen tnto Holland to 
buy arms, Cockram into Denmarke, and 
Digby 1n the lameerrand, as allo by 
h1s practiſing of the Army in the North 
to tall upon the Parliament, tosether 
with the flight of Percy, Jermin, and 
Suckling, as the onely perſons firit en- 
caged in that Plot, which durſt not 


itand to the Teſt, and in order to theſe, 


his peremptory denyall to disband the 
[riſh Army, and his private addrefles 


to other forreipn Princes and States to. 


ſupply him with men, money, and 
arms, all which his practiſes were vili- 
bly known to the Kingdom, to have 
been in apitation ſome of them before 
che Earle of traffords execution,other 


ſhortly thereupon , which evidently 


ſhews, that he was reſolved at any rate, 
and by force of arms to ſuppreſſe the 
Partament.

tiere you have the kernell of that nur, 
which ſtuck ſo faſt in the Kings fto- 
mack-; and was 1t not a very fine and 
£quall propoſition, to put the inno- 
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cent and the nocent into the ballance, 
the juſt with the unjuſt, and either to 
make War, or free ſo many and hai- 
nous Delinquents that reſorted unto 
him, together with thoſe falſe and fu- 
gitive Lords and Commons, truſted 
by their Countreys, which by the laws.
